This ylelded n salary of §2,600, Irving
wns ut the Alhnmbra In Bpain when
Colonel Thomns  Aspinwall, United
Biates consul at London, sent bm of-
el ndvies of his appolntment. Iry-
Ing replied in the following letter;

Alhambra, July 22, 158

My Donr Colonel—1 have just besn sur-
prised by tidings of my appointment s
recretury of legation at London, an of-
fice us unexpocted na unasked for by me
as that of pope at Rome. It has been
equally unsolielted by my friends. 1 ocon-
fess 1 have folt great repugnance to entor
Into the business and bustle of the world
and to Iny myself under any restraint or
responsibility,

An offer like this breaks Iln upon the
quiet, retired Wlerary Iife In which I
have wo long Indulged. My brothers and
my intimate friends, however, are unin-
imouy In urging me to accept, and I have
complled with thelr wishes.

1 shall disengage myself, therefore, as
soun as posslble from my occupations
and engagemaents in Spaln and push for
London as rapldly as the hot weather will
pormit. 1 hope 1o ent an English beef-
stoak with you toward the end of Au-
wust. You need not address any more let-
t;sru to me to Hpaln after the receipt of
thin

With kindest remombrances to Mre. As-
pinwall and the young folks, for whom 1
shull endeavor to bring some marvelous
storios, I am, my dear Asplnwall, yours
ever, WASBHINGTON IRVING.
